

ABSTRACT 

Fixation devices and methods for stabilization of the lamina after laminoplasty are 
described. The device comprises of a plate with several holes that receive bone fasteners. 
The plate is curved at the ends to contour to the vertebral structure and has appendages to 
engage the displaced lamina in a fixed position. Alternatively, the plate has a bone fusion 
spacer in the middle to engage and fuse the lamina in the displaced position. Several 
methods of dynamically stabilizing the lamina after either the open door, double door or 
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expansive laminoplasty technique are provided. 
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
